T he decision confirms th e 
constitutionality of the state law s pro­ 
viding double and treble d am ages for 
trespass upon the s ta te ’s tim b er lands. 
T he victory is regarded as an im por­ 
tan t one for the state. 
The action was begun by A ttorney 
General E. T. Young in 1905 and w as 
one of the first of a large nu m ber of 
tresp ass prosecutions started during 
his adm inistration. 
The suit was for 
treble dam ages, which am ounted to 
som ething over $”0,000. 
U nder the 
sta te laws the tresp assers are liable 
for treble dam ages when it is shown 
th a t the tre sp a ss was willful, while 
if th e trespass is casual and u n in ten ­ 
tional only double dam ages m ay be 
collected.

Dr. G uns-F abrice of Madrid lias defi­ 
nitely completed the plans for his a t­ 
tem pt to cross the Atlantic in an air­ 
ship, and th e d a te of his dep artu re is 
fixed for the middle of May. 
The 
launching point has not yet been cho­ 
sen, b ut it will he either on th e coast 
o f P ortugal or th e island of Tenerife. 
T he balloon is elliptical in shape. 102 
feet long an d 4'J feet broad and eou- 
contnius 0,000 cubic m eters of hydro­ 
gen.
